Bullets Thick and the Air Freighted 
W ith D eath at D arlington—Four 
Citizens and Constables Killed and 
M any H urt—M ilitia Refuse to Obey 
the Governor. 


D a r l in g t o n’, S. C., M arch 31.—In a 
fight betw een citizens and w hisky 
constables a t the N ortheastern station 
here yesterday tw o citizens and tw o 
spies w ere killed and a num ber on 
both sides wounded. 
The mob of citi­ 
zens chased the state officers into the 
woods, and a rep o rt has been received 
th a t th e sixteen fugitives have been 
captured and lynched. 
T he dead are: 
MCLENDON, J., constable. 
NORMENT, F. E., merchant and insurance 
agent. 
PEPPER, R. H., chief of the detachment of 
constables. 
REDMOND, LOUIS, citizen. 
The injured are: 
Dvrgan, J., chief of police, shot; seriously 
hurt. 
L ucas, K . D. 
N o rm ent, L. M., citizen, seriously injured. 
T he action of the spies here during 
th e week had so incensed the citizens 
th a t th e g ath erin g of T hursday was 
b u t a prelude to the b attle of yester­ 
day. 
The m ob of citizens w hich had 
gathered reached 500 and was grow ing 
so rapidly th a t the sheriff decided th a t 
the proper course was to get the w his­ 
ky police out of tow n as early as pos­ 
sible. 
To facilitate m atters and pos­ 
sibly avoid a conflict Chief G alliard 
and tw o men w ere sent to th e Colum­ 
bia Sum ter and N orthern station, and 
the 
rem ainder of th e force, eight­ 
een men, under com m and of R. H. 
Pepper, w ent to the N ortheastern sta­ 
tion to proceed to Columbia. 
T here 
w ere few men on the streets, b u t they 
had squirrel rifles and sm ooth bores, 
and looked determ ined. 
The consta­ 
bles passed along quietly and no move 
w as m ade to attack them . 
As the Columbia train pulled o u t a 
volley w as fired into the car contain­ 
ing the police, 
b u t the train was 
pulled o u t rapidly and the men es­ 
caped un h u rt, and none of the passen­ 
gers w ere injured. 
A sm all portion 
hearing th a t the force had been divided 
m oved rapidly to the N ortheastern 
station. 
W hen they arrived they be­ 
gan to jeer the spies and the la tte r 
m assed and drew th eir pistols. 
In a few seconds the collision came. 
Pepper, it is alleged, fired first, and 
N orm ent, a prom inent citizen and m er­ 
chant, dropped dead. 
It w as then a 
b a ttle and the firing becam e indis­ 
crim inate. 
Citizens and spies fell, Red­ 
mond on th e one side killed by the 
second fire, w hile a t the first discharge 
from th e citizens' rifles Pepper and Mc­ 
Lendon w ent dow n dead. 
L. M. Nor­ 
m ent and Chief of Police D argan are 
am ong those badly wounded. 
The 
firing a ttracted a tte n tio n and citizens 
cam e ru n n in g from every direction. 
T he spies seeing they w ould be wiped 
out started to flee to the woods and 
w ere joined by Chief Galliard, w ho had 
le ft his train to take command. 
The D arlington guards are under 
arm s, endeavoring to preserve 
the 
peace, b u t the trouble has outgrow n 
th e ir control. 
Sheriff Scarborough 
is pow erless and is under th rea ts of 
being killed by the citizens if he in­ 
terferes. 
T he sixteen spies have been 
driven into the woods and the people 
have the whole c o u n ty picketed. 
If 
th e rep o rt of th eir lynching is not 
tru e 
and th e spies are ru n dow n 
th e re w ill be a pitched 


m e n t c a u s e d b y H ie n e w s o f th e r io t is 
in te n s e b ere .

returned to court early yes­ 
terday w ith 
w hetted 
appetites for 
fu rth er details 
of the 
story. CoL 
B reckinridge took the stand a t once at 
the opening. 
He told of going home 
aud 
dining w ith his 
family. 
“ I 
w alked back to Sarah Guess’ house,’’ 
he w ent on, 
w ith unflushed face. 
“ I 
knocked 
and 
w as 
adm itted. 
This w as on Saturday n ig h t 
I had 
made no arran g em en t 
wTith 
Sarah 
Guess. 
I found the plaintiff there. 
There was no conversation about her 
surrendering and blending her life 
w ith mine. 
I rem ained till about 
10:30 o'clock. 
We had no talk about 
me helping her to g et an education ” 
He said th a t from tim e to tim e as he 
m et her he gave her money for in­ 
cidental expenses, and spoke of the 
occurrences as if they had been busi­ 
ness transactions. 
“ Did jTou ever promise to m arry Miss 
Pollard?" 
The question, p u t by Mr. 
B u tterw o rt^ came suddenly after a 
som ew hat m onotonous lo t of testi­ 
mony. 
T here was a shuffling of feet. 
The spectators leaned tow ard. 
Even 
the judge, whose face had been av ert­ 
ed through m ost of 
the m orning, 
turned to hear the reply. Miss Pollard 
straightened 
herself. 
B u tte rw o rt 
him self ceased rocking in his chair. 
The ‘'gentlem an from Kentucky*’ hes-. 
itated a mom ent, as if g athering him ­ 
self for a spring, and then said: 
“ I did not. 
T here is not a scintilla 
of tru th in her statem en t th a t I had 
prom ised m arriage. 
There isn 't a 
shred of tru th in it all. 
The possi­ 
bility of m arriage was never alluded 
to 
in 
any 
of our conversations. 
T here was never even a p ro testatio n .” 
These words produced a sensation in 
the court room. 
It was totally unex­ 
pected. In the face of the declarations 
made by Mrs. Luke B lackburn, who 
testified th a t he had acknow ledged to 
her in Miss Pollard’s presence his in­ 
tention of m aking her his wife, it had 
been supposed he would acknow ledge 
an understanding of m arriage.

Sw ept A w ay—Tw o W ater W orks’

appalling disaster Peoria has know n 
since the wreck of the steam er Frankie 
Folsom, three years ago, occurred about 
ll o’clock yesterday. 
An immense 
standpipe belonging 
to the Peoria 
W ater com pany suddenly burst, caus­ 
ing terrible dam age. 
One boy was 
killed, a t least ten other persons were 
seriously injured and tw o em ployes of 
the w ater com pany are missing and 
are supposed to be under the wreck. 
In addition to th is five houses and 
barns were crushed, several others 
were sw ept from their foundations 
and an immense am ount of dam age 
was done to surrounding property. 
The boy w ho was killed was: 
FRANK HOGAN, aged 14, killed instant­ 
ly- 
The injured are: 
Warren Anderson, shoulder broken 
F rank Caldwell, leg broken in four 
places and will have to De amputated. 
Charles Littlefield, internal injuries.

K ennedy, W illiam, a I oilermaker at 
work plugging the pipe: terribly squeezed; 
received twenty <-ut> 
expected that he 
will die. 
N orris. W I). employe of the water 
company; h»le in b i s right temple and 
many cuts an I bruises; unconscious for 
several hour-: probably will die 
Caddox. Frank, riding past on a bicycle 
and flung through a barb wire fence; ter­ 
ribly cut and bruised; his wheel wrecked. 
Grosh Ai fred, employe of the water 
com pany; internal injuries. 
I s o m H a z e l , hurled a c r o s s the yard; in 
jured abcut the head. 
McGrath, Mrs. W illiam, struck iby a 
door and hurt in the head. 
P o w e ll, C lyde, son of John Powell: leg 
broken; cuts and bruises. 
Trapp, Mrs. J. B .; hurled fifty feet; badly 
injured about tho head. 
The standpipe w as 120 feet high and 
20 feet in diam eter, b u ilt of steel plate 
three-quarters of an inch thick, and 
was supplied from a 30,000,000-gallon 
reservoir 
three 
miles 
back 
on 
tile 
bluff, 
giving 
it 
a 
trem en­ 
dous pressure. 
The 
recent 
cold 
snap 
aud 
subsequent 
thaw 
had 
sprung some of the joints and w ork­ 
men were engaged in repairing them. 
A num ber of schoolboys were w atch­ 
ing the operation when, w ithout any 
w arning, the great steel plates sud­ 
denly b urst asunder w ith a frightful 
roar of escaping w ater. 
The w ork­ 
men were sw ept away on the aw ful 
flood. 
The tow er was torn in two near the 
base and the im mense structure top­ 
pled slowly and fell w ith a smash th a t 
was heard all over the city’. 
Luckily 
It fejl in an open space, so no build­ 
ings were crushed by its fall, but if 
any had been there it is doubtful if 
they would have been left by the tim e 
the immense mass of steel and w ater 
reached the grouud. so fearful was 
the force of the w ater-burst, sent in 
all directions under a pressure of 
nearly 200 feet head. 
As 
food as the w ater subsided a 
force of em ployes ami police began 
the search for the killed aud injured 
am ong the debris. 
Most of the vic­ 
tim s were tound a hundred or more 
feet aw ay from the site of the tower, 
w here they had been washed by the 
force of the flood. 
The only one 
killed, F rank Hogan, was taken from 
under a tw isted sheet of steel tw enty 
feet square which had been torn out 
of the side of the tow er and hurled 
fifty feet. 
The whoic surrounding country was 
an immense m orass and men found it 
difficult to pick th eir way amid the 
debris of houses, trees and shrubbery.

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A BIG EEL.

B o a t's C rew . 
‘•The biggest eel I ever speared 
was thirty feet long and twenty-six 
inches thick, and I had to make a 
special spear for him,’1 said Police 
Inspector Alexander S. Williams to 
a friend at the New York central of­ 
fice the other day. 
“ My! th at was a whopper!” 
“The eel?1’ 
“No.” 
Inspector Williams indulged in a 
grim smile. 
He never laughs aloud. 
“Well it may sound like a fish 
story,” he, said “but Pm speaking tho 
gospel truth and I have got the 
spear to prove i t ” 
“ But how about the eel waiting 
while you went off and made a spear 
of such unusual size?” 
“ Oh, I didn’t have to go far. 
I 
was on the deck of a sailing vessel 
moored at a dock at Hong Kong. 
That was back in the sixties. 
I had 
been to Japan and I had got the 
chance of getting back home on the 
sailing vessel, by the way of China, 
by working as the ship's carpenter 
on the voyage. 
I was leaning over 
the rail of the ship one day when the 
sun was high in the cloudless sky 
and the water was dead calm, and 
saw th at eel lying on the mud almost 
directly under me. 
Eels grow to an 
immense size in those waters. 
Now, 
it would have been impossible for 
me to have got that eel with a spear 
such as is used ordinarily in this 
country. 
I hadn’t fished with In­ 
dians in the waters of Nova Scotia 
when I was a boy for nothing, how­ 
ever and I made up my mind I would 
have th at eel. 
So I set to work and 
made an Indian eel-spear. 
As I wa9 
the ship’s carpenter, I had plenty of 
m aterials at hand, and in half an 
hour I had made a spear big enough 
for that eel. 
Perhaps you don’t 
know what an Indian eel-spear is. 
I 
will show you.” 
The 
inspector took paper 
and 
pencil and drew a picture of a spear. 
“You see,” he explained, “that I 
have drawn only the business end of 
the spear. 
The pole can be made a9 
long as you want i t 
Drive a sharp 
spike in the end of the pole, and on 
each side of it fasten a strip of tough 
wood called a rocker. 
The rockers 
must be shaped so that they will 
nearly touch below the point of the 
spike, and so th at the space between’ 
them and the middle of the spike 
will be large enough to admit the 
body of Hie eel to be speared. When 
you strike the eel the rockers spring 
back and let the spike stick into his 
body. 
Then they close under his 
belly and hold him fast 
He cannot 
possibly get away. 
One good thing 
about the spear is that it makes 
the aim of the fisherman more sure. 
If either rocker hits the eel it will 
direct the spike into the eel’s body. 
When you have got your eel into the 
boat you have only to place you* 
foot against the eel’s back and push 
it off the spike, and the spear is 
ready to work again. 
Now, when I had made my Indian 
spear at Hong Kong I looked over 
the rail of the ship and saw that the 
eel had not moved out of range. I let 
the spear slide down through the 
fifteen feet of water very slowly, and 
then drove the spike into the eel 
hard, so as to make sure of him. The 
next minute I was nearly dragged 
overboard. 
I Lad a good pull to get 
th at squirming eel aboard ship, and 
some of the sailors were too much 
scared to lend a hand, but the entire 
crew dined on that eel

prepare the same for voting. 
A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the 
proper manner of marking a ballot but he must not advise or indicate in any 
manned whom to vote for, 
The voter will make a (X) cross in the square at 
the right and opposite the name of the candidate he wishes to vote for. 
If 
he wishes to vote for a person fora certain office, whose name is not on the 
ballot, he must write the name in the blank space under the printed name of 
the candidate tor the offiOe and make a (X) cross in the square at the right on 
it. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. 
If the ballot be 
spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its 
stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes’ time is 
allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist 
the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth and may be used 
to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how 
it has been marked by the voter. 
After it is marked it should be folded so 
that the inside cannot be seen but so that the printed endorsement and signa­ 
tures of the ballot clerks on outside may be seen.
